Seeking the company and converfation of each 
other, from motives of profit as well as pleafure ; ef- 
teem for the endowments of the mind, would give a de- 
licacy to the fenfations excited by perfonal beauty, and 
no unruly thought would interrupt the intellectual har- 
inony. Atonce more open in their conduct, and more 
abie to difcriminate ; congeniality of /u/ and fympathy of 
affeGtions, would be the foundation of particular attach- 

ment. Each regarding the other as the object in the 
world moft worthy his or her tendere% concern—each 
l:d from an amiable partiality to believe the other the bt 





judge of actions great and good ; every faculty would be 
exerted to render themielves worthy of a ve they priz- 
ed fo much. Under fuch circumftances the human mind 
muft difplay whatever can adorn it of beautiful and of 
dignified. Sze the ingeruous youth and amiable gir/, 
with minds enlightened and affeCtions refined, united in 
the bonds of tendereitamity. Senfible that the virtues of 
the mind and heart, are the chief objects of her lover's ef- 
teem ; fhe employs every mean to render them ftill 
more efltimable. The pure flame that glows within, 
gives to herappearance a foftnefs inexpreffible, and marks 
all fhe fays or does with a grace peculiarly delicate. Her 
feelings touched to the highett by the finger of Jove, vi- 
brate at every touch of diftrefs ; fhe is ever ready to relieve 
and eager to prevent the misfortunes of others.

This la% teftament being read before a numerous affem- 

tly, Elvira could not reftrain her tears; Donna Cathe-
